1. AT SYG REQUEST AMB. PHILLIPS ACCOMPANIED BY 

AMB. SCHAUEELE CALLED ON SYG AND USYG GUYER TO DISCUSS 
PRG DESIGNATION OE NGUYEN VAN TIEN AS PRG OBSERVER TO UN. 

2. SYG WENT BACK OVER EVENTS OE PARIS EXPRESSING HIS 

DEEP GRATITUDE AGAIN FOR SECY. ROGERS' AND DEP. ASST. SECY. 
SULLIVAN' S ASSISTANCE IN PERSUADING HANOI AND PRG TO AGREE 
TO SOME ROLE FOR UN IN PARIS PEACE AGREEMENT. NOTED THAT 
MME. BINH HAD MENTIONED PRG LINK TO UN AND ONE PRG REP 
CAME TO SEE HIM ONE EVENING TO REQUEST SPECIFICALLY SOME

MAN, AUBRAC, TO COME TO PARIS FROM ROME MARCH 29. AT 
MEETING WITH PRG SPOKESMAN MARCH 30 AUBRAC RECEIVED NOTE 
FROM MME. BINH WHICH SYG SHOWED TO PHILLIPS. 

4. NOTE RECALLS MEETINGS IN PARIS AND REFERS TO SYG' S 
FAVORABLE ATTITUDE AND AGREEMENT TO ACCORD PRG OBSERVER 
STATUS IN NY AND GENEVA. IT DESIGNATES TIEN AS PERMANENT 
OBSERVER IN NY, ADDING THAT DESIGNATION FOR RESTATEMENT SOVS INTEND 
INTRODUCE NUF ITEM IN APRIL AFTER 

ENSURING MAXIMUM SUPPORT TO COUNTER EXPECTED PRC OPPOSITION. 
TULINOV ( USSR) TOLD MISOFF SOVS CONSULTING INFORMALLY AND 
IT WAS TOO EARLY TO PREDICT TIMING OF POSSIBLE SC MEETING.
